The  Treasury  released  Tues¬ 
day  outlines  on  the  World  Fund 
plan  after  beng  “scooped”  by 
the  London  press  and  radio. 

Secretary  of  Treasury  Morgen- 
thau  has  been  discussing  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  World  Fund  plan 
with  officials  of  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  Nations,  and 
was  to  present  it  to  both  houses 
of  Congres?  on  the  morning  the 
British  press  and  radio  released 
the  report.  The  report  contained 
the  statement  that  the  United 
States  part  of  the  fund  would  be 
$5,000,000,000. 

Morgenthau  was  indignant  of 
the  fact  that  the  plan  should  be 
released  prematurely,  but  ex¬ 
pressed  confidence  that  the  re¬ 
lease  of  the  statement  was  no' 
Britain’s  fault,  but  that  of  one  of 
governments  in  exile.  . 

The  plan .  as  outlined  by  Mor¬ 
genthau  would,  provide  for  a  ten- 
dollar. .  Intemaional  Unit  of  ex¬ 
change  to  be  called  a.  "Unitas.” 
Each  nation  would  provide  ac 
cording  to  her  financial  status, 
and  be  represented  by  directors 
on  the  World  Fund  Board  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  her  contribution.  But! 
this  representation  could  never 
exceed  24%  of  the  total,  in  order' 
to  avoid  monopoly  of  the  Wo  j 
wealth  and  the  World  mone'a 
decisions  by  one  nation. 

The  British  had  previously! 
outlined  a  similar  plan  but  their, 
unit  was  to  be  based  on  the 
pound,  and  was  to  be  called  the 
“Bancor.” 

These  plans 'were  suggested  in 
order  to  insure  return  to  the 
Geld  Standard  after  the  war,  and 
ind  to  stabilize  currency  through¬ 
out  the  World.

The  Council  is  plugging  for  im¬ 
mediate  action  opposing  'tblanket  credit"  and  approving 
the  alternative  program,  whi^h  was  lacking  in  1918. 

The  issue  is  being  faced  on  a  small  scale  already,  the 
Council  points  out.  Casualty  cases  are  being  demobilized — 
in  numbers  now  a  military  secret.  Chances  are  many  more 
such  cases  will  be  seeking  readmission  to  colleges  before 
long. — C.P.A.

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SECURITY  PUN  FOR  TEACHERS  IS  DISCUSSED 
AT  GEORGIA  EDUCATION  ASOCIATION  CONCLAVE 

Sessions  End  With  Raps  At 
Tilmadge  Textbook  Policies 

Forces  of  the  Georgia  Education  Association — 13,6000  mem¬ 
bers  strong— Saturday  were  pledged  to  seek,  teacher  security, 
federal -aid  for  education  and  some  solution  for  the  "serious 
personnel  schortage"  in  state  schools. 


The,. .streamlined  GEA  conven¬ 
tion  came.- to  a  close  Friday  with 
the  adoption  of  resolu lions  and 
goals  for  1943-44.  One  resolution 
— in  effect — censured  the  text¬ 
book  -.policies  of  ex-Governor 
Talmadge,' since  it  called  for  the 
selection  of  such,  material  by 
“professionally  traced  people.”. 

.Delegates  to  : the  meet  unani¬ 
mously  voted  to  work  for  teacher 
tenure  legislation,  after  S.  D. 
Copeland,  superintendent  of  the 
Richmond:  ,  county  schools,  criti¬ 
cized  ‘  frequent  “violations  of 
teacher  contracts,”  and  declared 
teachers  Ore  constantly  threaten¬ 
ed  with  “political  reprisals.” 

-  They  also  adopted  a  resolu¬ 
tion  which  asserted;  “We  state 
our  firm  conviction  that  the 
choice  of  texitbooks  and  other 
teacher  materials  is  a  profession-' 
al  task  and  should  be  performed 
by  professionally  trained  people 
acting  under  the  final  authority 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
....and  that  the  availability  of 
such  material  should  not  be  re¬ 
stricted  by  the  residence  of  the 
publisher  or  printer.” 

District  System  Flayed 

3in  the  closing  minutes  of  the 
session,  delegates  heard  Retiring 
President  L.  D.  Haskew,  of  the 
Emory  University  faculty,  flay 
Georgia’s  school  district  syjstem 
as  “antiquated,  inefficient  and 
iniquitous.”  Dr.  Haskew  said  the 
district  system  is  extravagant 
and  that  it  results  in  “all  sorts  of 
unwholesome  practices,”  and  that 
it  places  a  “premium  upon  low- 
quality  schools  at  *  high-quality 
costs.” 

Ralph  L.  Ramsey,  executive 
secretary  of  the  association,  said 
Georgia  school  systems  had  a 
turnover  of  9,000  white  and  Ne¬ 
gro  teachers  in  the  last  year. 
“Most  of  these  places  have  been 
filled,”  he  said,  “but  some  oi 


them  have  been  taken  by  people 
who  really  aren’t  qualified.  The 
situation  is  serious.” 

In  an  effort  to  stem  (his  trend, 

I  the  GEA’s  1943  program  re- 
,  solves  that  teachers  will  “do  ev¬ 
erything  possible  to  solve  the 
serious  personnel  shortage  which 
now  threatens  the  very  existence 
of  the  public  schools,  by  (1)  ac¬ 
quainting.  the  people  ..generally 
with  personnel  needs;  (2),  telling 
what  schools  are  doing  to  win 
the  war;  (3),  informing  the  War 
Manpov/sr  Commission  of  the 
critical  personnel  needs,  and  (4), 
stimulating  young  people  to  en-, 
ter  the  teaching  profession,” 

Dr.  Haskew  said  the  GEA’b 
support  of  federal  aid  for  educa-j 
tion  had  not  yet  resulted  in  pas¬ 
sage  of  tlie  bill  now  before  Con- 1 
gress,  but  urged  continued  pres¬ 
sure  for  this  goal.  However,  he 
said,  “We  apparently  haven’t  got 
10  congressmen  who  thihk  they’d 
better  get  federal  aid,” 

Must  Make  Decision 

He  further  stated  that  the 
GfEA.  must  decide  whether  it  is 
a  “pressure  organization  or  a 
service  organization,  whether  we 
are  working  for  teachers,  or 
woking  for  the  children.”  Ear- ! 
lier,  however,  he  commended  the, 
GEA  for  exerting  its  political ! 
pressure  toward ,  the  enactment 
of  a  teacher  retirement  act.

Concluding  his  address,  he  as¬ 
serted:  “School  administrators 

have  either  got  to  get  out  in 
front  and  do  some  leading  toward 
better  teaching,  or  they’ve  at 
least  got  to  get  out  of  the  way 
and  let  thtir  teachers  do  a  better 
job.” 

Superintendent  W.  T.  Harri¬ 
son,  of  West  Point  schools,  in¬ 
stalled  as  new  president  of  the 
organization,  urged  teachers  to 
remain  at  their  posts.
